When Vapor. Is Dry. 


A popular misconception is the sup- 


position that aqueous vapor and ice are 
wet- They are in themselves dry, and 
become wet only when they turn to 
water. So dry is aqueous vapor that it 
will dry any moist object that It comes 
In contact with. Superheated steam, 
before it condenses, is a dry gas. Ice 
feels wet if the temperature of the 
hand is sufliclent to raelt it; as ice it is 
dry. Another misconception is that 
the air can be either moist or dry. It 
is condensed aqueous r.apor in the air 
that is moist, and it -would be moist if 
there were no air. A given quantity of 
aqueous vapor confined in a given 
space will be wet or; dry according to 
the temperature. At 32"degrees, for in- 
stance, it might be'partially condensed 
and consequently wet while at 70 de- 
grees, owing to expansion, it would be 
dry.

tion.

gist, and the in- 
decent newspaper 
deserves none. 


The pulpit is, I 


fear, 
too 
often 


misunderstood by 
the pressv 
The 


newspaper is al- 


most always misunderstood by the pul- 
jit, and this misunderstanding arises 
Jrom what I think, is misconception of 
the provinces and functions of the 
newspaper. 


And yet if yon take the newspager 


at its face value and accept it for what 
t claims to be the misconception is 
hardly possible. 


All newspaper criticism Is based to 


a large extent upon the personal atti- 
tude of the critic. It seems difficult 
sometimes for a man outside the news- 
paper profession to remember thaf a 
newspaper is made for all people, not 
for any one set nor class nor clique. 


The newspaper is not a preacher; tt 


Is not a Jeremiah nor a John the Bap- 
tist The world has need of both of 
;hese, but the world provides for them; 
that place is not in the editorial chair. 
The newspaper is a chronicle of the 
times, a reflection of the life of the 
day. It makes no pretension to be a 
complete guide, philosopher and friend. 
It is only one factor in modern life. 
The editor does not seek to take the 
place of the public schools or the high- 
er institutions of learning. He does 
not seek to supplant the clergy. He 
leaves them their work and expects 
;bem to do it He is willing to aid, but 


cannot take their work and their re- 


sponsibility off their shoulders. 


Newspapers, I fear, like clergymen^ 


are likely sometimes to be Judged not 
by their best "specimens or by their 
best efforts, but by their worst speci- 
mens and 'by their delinquencies. The 
average publisher or editor is not wan- 
»nly giving the people a poorer qual- 
ity of, newspaper than they ought to 
have. Experience has taught him that 
the public does -not demand anything 
tetter; that, In fact, it will not have 
anything better and might be pleased 
with something worse. The news stand- 
ard is improving constantly, and every 
Inch of encroachment on the part of 


,lhe morbid, the morally whdlesome and 
poisonous has been fought by the men 
who make the papers, not the people 
who patronize the newspaper. 


While possibly not living up to their 


opportunities, newspapers are never- 
theless in my judgment doing at least 
as much as any other influence to pro- 
mote such Interests as political hon- 
esty, .the promotion of international 
peace, the abolition of poverty, the ad- 


the brotherhood of man.

Dr. Inge was one of the members

HAIR PROBLEMS OF MIDDLE AGE 


—PART •!!.{ 


There are many reasons, social, per- 
sonal and business, why a woman may 
object to gray hair. No matter how young 
the face, gray hair in a woman always 
suggests age. This should not be so, and 
In time the world may be educated .out 
Df this idea, but common opinion today 
judges a woman's age by the gray In 
ler hair much as it judges that of a horse 
by. its teeth. 
I .see no reason why a woman should 


be blamed if she puts off this evil day by 
the skillful use of a proper hair dye ap- 
plied by careful, experienced tiands. In 
the previous lesson" I dwelt on the diffi- 
culties of bleaching and dyeing blond 
hair and the unpleasant effects of• doing 
this, but to treat brown or dark hair that' 
Is tuimng gray is a much simpler mat- 
ter , It is not always an easy * matter, 
nor is it an inexpensive operation, but 
h'air can be dyed without Injury to the 
health and without' betraying the fact to 
the world at large. 


Most Hair Dyes Harmless. 


Hair dyes or "Restorers," as> they are 


often called, put up by reliable firms' are 
composed largely of vegetable substances 
and are quite harmless. They are not dif- 
ficult to apply; If the person using them 
has some experience and the hair has; not 
been treated to any chemical beforehand. 
The 'hair should be thoroughly/sham- 
pooed and dried so that it is free from; 
oil and will -take the dye evenly.. The 
dyeing process will have to be repeated as 
often as the dye wears oft or the hair 
grows out at the roots. 
The question usually asked Isr"Can .1 
3ye my hair exactly its natural color?" 
No, my friend, you cannot. "Suppose-you 
have a piece of green cloth with white 
lines in it and you wish to dye it so. It 
will still be green, but the white lines 
ivill not show. -You would be forced: :td 
aye it a darker or brighter shade' of 
green in, order to cover up" the white, 
would you not? So it is with the hair; 
to cover up the white hair'\It,must ba 
3yed a shade deeper or brighter, that, is 
the hair that has not turned gray. This 
shange, h6wever, Is not noticeable if the 
hair is treated when the gray or: faded 
streaks first begin to show. 


The First Change; 


The first change in .brown or chestnut 
hair is a loss of the .pretty red or light 
tints that make-such'hair, attractive. At 
this period treating the hair to a wash 
of henna or henna with a little peroxide 
will restore this gleam and, If the hair 
does not turn gray rapidly,; for a few 
years it will, look^.very.pretty under this 
treatment.: I have never known any dem- 
atologist to claim .henna to be the least 
;harmful and the amount: of peroxide usefl 
;ln this way Is inconsiderable. However," 
If the hair turns gray rapidly a strongei 
-preparation must,be applied to cover up 
the white locks; if more henna Is used 
•the hair becomes more and more red and, 
•It walnut or s'ome other stain is added 
:to this; the hair will eventually become 
darker. So; as time goes on, the hair will 
either be darker or redder than its nat- 
•ural color. 
* 


Hair J)yes Uncertain In Action. 


Hair dyeing is so common in Europa 
that .-few -gray' haired women are .seen 
until real 'old. age. is reached. The Euro 
•pean hair dressers are experienced at this 
./work and there are few^complaints that It 
^Is not well done. Here, however, there 
seems to be so much uncertainty regard 
Ing the action-of. dyes on differentvheaas 
of hair that many beauty parlors refus* 
:to guarantee results; -A. part of this trou- 
;ble comes from the fact that the hair, has 
.been experimented with by the use oj 
home-made preparations or a woman has 
(lilted from one hair dresser to another 
without knowing what the 'last one has 
applied to the hair. The-proper way Is 
to choose a good hair dresser who will 
keep a record of the case and what 1* 
used and go to no other. 
• 


•; These are the uncertainties of hair dye* 
Ing. I might also add this warning. There 
are few women who wish to dye the-.hair 
forever. The time comes when we are 
not 'only willing; but anxious for the 
roftenlng effect of gray locks, Pye will 
'wear out of the hair in time, but hair onc« 
•dyed never, takes a very1 clean, color.; Aa 
years go on the hair grows out of the 
'ccalp very slowly, so the chances are that 
:the^,woman;whO" has,dyed her hair during 
rome years: of .her life", will never have th« 
beautiful'white crown of old age.

tion of peroxide of hydrogen. 
The 


commercial brand -used-for bleach- 
ing is suitable for the purpose and is 
much less expensive. 
After disin- 


fecting the fruit needs to be thor- 
oughly rinsed. Berries, salad greens 
and in fact all fruits and vegetables 
may be thus rendered safe for eating. 


The most active-cause-of summer 


diseases is germs of various sorts. 
These are communicated 
through 


dust, in which they rapidly multiply 
by decomposition especially in .cities 
where^the air is often charged with 
millions of germs to the cubic yard. 


Stale vegetables, over ripe fruits, 


spoiled meats, stale milk especially
